ACIDS 

The  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  of 
defense  of  the  United  States  will  result 
in  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  fatty  acids 
for  defense,  for  private  account,  and  for 
export;  and  the  following  order  is 
deemed  necessary  and  appropriate  in  the 
public  interest  and  to  promote  the  na- 
tional defense: 

§  1460.31  Restrictions  on  inventories 
of  fatty  acids — (a)  Definitions.  (1) 
"Fatty  acids"  means  all  grades  and  qual- 
ities of  fatty  acids,  whether  distilled  or 
undistilled,  produced  from  animal,  veg- 
etable, fish,  or  marine  animal  fats  and 
oils,  excluding  crude  and  refined  tall 
oil,  raw  or  acidulated  foots  produced  in 
the  refining  of  animal,  vegetable,  fish, 
or  marine  animal  fats  and  oils,  and  fatty 
acids  which  have  been  processed  to  the 
extent  that  they  no  longer  exist  as  such 
by  reason  of  chemical  changes  or  com- 
pounding with  non-fatty  materials. 

(2)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(3)  "User"  means  any  person  who  en- 
gages in  the  manufacturing  of  any  prod- 
uct by  any  process  which  requires  the 
use  of  fatty  acids,  without  regard  to 
whether  or  not  fatty  acids  are  incorpo- 
rated in  the  product. 

(4)  "Inventory"  means  the  total  quan- 
tity of  fatty  acids  which  were  not  pro- 
duced by  a  user  but  which  are  owned  by 
such  user  at  any  particular  time. 

(5)  "Base  period"  means  the  period 
beginning  on  January  1,  1943  and  ending 
on  June  30,  1943. 

(6)  "Maximum  unit"  means,  with  re- 
spect to  any  user,  the  largest,  single,  seg- 
regate, commercial  quantity  of  fatty 
acids  which  such  user  accepted  delivery 
of,  from  other  persons,  during  the  base 
period.  For  example,  such  a  unit  might 
be  one,  but  not  more  than  one,  of  the 
following:  a  tank  car,  or  fraction  there- 
of; a  tank  truck,  or  fraction  thereof;  a 
carload,  or  fraction  thereof,  of  packages; 
or  a  truckload,  or  fraction  thereof,  of 
packages. 

(7)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration. 

(b)  Inventory  limitations.  Except  as 
provided  for  in  paragraph  (c)  hereof, 
no  user  shall  accept  delivery  of  any  fatty 
acids  from  any  other  person,  if  such  ac- 
ceptance of  delivery  will  cause  his  inven- 


tory to  exceed  a  quantity  equal  to  one- 
third  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  fatty 
acids  used  by  him  in  the  base  period, 
other  than  fatty  acids  produced  by  such 
user. 

(c)  Exceptions.  Notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (b)  hereof: 

(1)  Any  user  may  accept  delivery  of 
his  maximum  unit  of  fatty  acids,  if  at 
the  time  of  such  acceptance  of  delivery 
his  inventory  does  not  exceed  a  quantity 
equal  to  one-sixth  of  the  aggregate 
amount  of  fatty  acids  used  by  him  in  the 
base  period,  other  than  fatty  acids  pro- 
duced by  such  user. 

(2)  Any  user  who  accepts  delivery  of 
not  more  than  500  pounds  of  fatty  acids 
from  other  persons  in  any  calendar 
month,  and  whose  inventory  does  not  ex- 
ceed 3000  pounds  at  any  time  during 
said  month,  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
restrictions  of  paragraph  (b)  hereof, 
during  said  month. 

(d)  Restrictions  on  delivery.  No  user 
shall  accept  delivery  of  more  than  50 
pounds  of  fatty  acids  in  any  calendar 
month  unless  and  until  he  shall  have 
properly  filled  out,  executed,  and  deliv- 
ered to  the  person  making  delivery  of 
such  fatty  acids  a  certificate  in  the  fol- 
lowing form:

No  person  shall  deliver  more  than  50 
pounds  of  fatty  acids  in  any  calendar 
month  to  any  user  without  receiving  such 
a  certificate.  The  person  so  receiving 
such  a  certificate  shall  retain  it  as  a  part 
of  his  records  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  two  years  after  the  date  of  the  de- 
livery, of  the  fatty  acids  covered  by  the 
certificate. 

(e)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  Every 
person  subject  to  this  order  shall,  for  at 
least  two  years  (or  for  such  period  of 
time  as  the  Director  may  designate), 
maintain  an  accurate  record  of  his  trans- 
actions in  fatty  acids. 


(2)  The  Director  shall  be  entitled  to 
obtain  such  information  from,  and  re- 
quire such  reports  and  keeping  of  such 
records  by,  any  person,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to 
the  enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(3)  The  record-keeping  and  reporting 
requirements  of  this  order  have  been 
approved  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in 
accordance  with  the  Federal  Reports  Act 
of  1942.  Subsequent  record-keeping  or 
reporting  requirements  will  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget 
pursuant  to  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of 
1942. 

(f)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks  of 
fatty  acids  of  any  person,  and  to  make 
such  investigations,  as  may  be  necessary 
or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to  the 
enforcement  or  administration  of  th*> 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(g)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  un- 
reasonable hardship  on  him,  because  he 
did  not  use  fatty  acids  in  the  base  period, 
or  used  in  such  period  a  substantially 
lower  amount  of  fatty  acids  than  his 
current  requirements,  or  for  any  other 
reason,  may  file  a  petition  for  relief  in 
writing  with  the  Director,  addressed  as 
follows:  Director  of  Food  Distribution, 
War  Food  Administration,  Washington 
25,  D.  C,  Ref.  FDO  87.  Such  petition 
shall  set  forth  all  pertinent  facts  and 
the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The  Ad- 
ministrator of  this  order  shall  then  act 
upon  the  petition.  In  the  event  that 
the  petitioner  is  dissatisfied  with  the 
action  taken  by  the  Administrator  of 
this  order,  he  may  request  a  review  of 
such  action  by  the  Director  whose  deci- 
sion with  respect  to  the  relief  sought 
shall  be  final. 

(h)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  fatty 
acids,  or  any  other  material  subject  to 
priority  or  allocation  control  by  the  War 
Food  Administrator,  and  may  recom- 
mend that  any  such  person  be  pro- 
hibited from  receiving,  making  any 
deliveries  of,  or  using  materials  subject 
to  the  priority  or  allocation  control  of 
other  governmental  agencies.    In  addi- 
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tion,  any  person  who  wilfully  violates 
any  provision  of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a 
crime  any  may  be  prosecuted  under  any 
and  all  applicable  laws.  'Further,  civil 
action  may  be  instituted  to  enforce  any 
liability  or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin 
any  violation  of,  any  provision  of  this 
order. 

(i)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  pow- 
ers vested  in  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
trator, insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to 
the  administration  of  this  order,  are 


hereby  delegated  to  the  Director,  and 
may  be  redelegated  by  him  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture. 

(j)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all 
communications  concerning  this  order 
shall,  unless  instructions  to  the  contrary 
are  issued  by  the  Director,  or  otherwise 
provided  herein,  be  addressed  to  the 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food 
Administration,  Washington  25,  D.  C, 
Ref .  FDO  87. 


(k)  Territorial  extent.  This  order 
shall  apply  only  to  the  forty-eight  States 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

(1)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t., 
November  1,  1943.

Fatty  acid  inventories  (excluding  fatty 
acids  produced  by  the  user)  will  be 
limited  by  a  War  Food  Administration 
Order  effective  November  1,  to  a  60  days' 
supply,  in  order  to  provide  better  dis- 
tribution of  available  supplies. 

The  limitation  will  be  based  on  the 
quantity  of  fatty  acids  used  during  the 
6  months  beginning  January  1,  1943,  and 
non-producing  users  may  figure  their  60 
days'  inventory  as  V3  of  the  aggregate 
consumed  in  that  half-year  period.  The 
inventory  restrictions  are  contained  in 
Food  Distribution  Order  No.  87,  which 
is  effective  November  1.  Users  who  pro- 
duce all  their  own  fatty  acids  are  not 
affected  by  the  order. 

WFA  said  that  stocks  of  fatty  acids 
are  near  an  all-time  low — due  princi- 
pally to  a  lack  of  processing  equipment — 
and  limitations  on  the  use  of  unsplit 


glycerides  have  contributed  to  an  •  in- 
creased demand  for  these  acids  in  soaps 
and  lubricants.  Other  uses  are  in  tex- 
tile processing,  metal  working,  rubber 
compounding,  and  in  the  manufacture 
of  such  products  as  protective  coatings, 
leather,  paper,  cosmetics  and  candles. 

The  order  does  not  apply  to  crude  and 
refined  tall  oil,  and  raw  or  acidulated 
foots  from  the  refining  of  animal,  vege- 
table, fish  or  marine  animal  fats  and  oils. 
It  does  apply  to  all  other  fatty  acids 
produced  from  these  oils,  and  purchased 
by  the  users,  whether  distilled  or  undis- 
tilled.  These  include  such  fatty  acids 
as  those  produced  from  cottonseed,  pea- 
nut, soybean,  corn,  linseed,  palm,  castor, 
dehydrated  castor,  cocoanut,  fish,  ani- 
mal, and  hydrogenated  vegetable  and 
fish  oils,  and  also  include  such  as  caprice, 
lauric,  myristic,  palmitic,  stearic  and 
oleic  (red  oil)  acids. 

If  a  user's  present  inventory  exceeds 
the  allowable  quantity  of  fatty  acids,  he 
need  not  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  his 


surplus,  but  he  will  not  be  permitted  to 
accept  further  deliveries  until  his  stocks 
fall  below  the  prescribed  limits. 

A  user  may  accept  delivery  of  500 
pounds  or  less  of  fatty  acids  during  any 
calendar  month,  if  his  inventory  during 
that  month  does  not  exceed  3,000  pounds. 
However,  if  he  accepts  more  than  50 
pounds  per  month,  he  is  required  to 
give  the  producer  a  written  statement 
to  the  effect  that  his  purchase  is  within 
the  terms  of  the  order. 

A  user  may  accept  delivery  of  his  usual 
maximum  purchase  unit  of  fatty  acids 
if,  at  the  time  of  acceptance,  his  inven- 
tory does  not  exceed  V6  of  the  aggregate 
purchased  and  used  by  him  during  the 
base  period  (the  first  six  months  of 
1943). 

Present  users  who  did  not  use  fatty 
acids  in  their  operations  during  the  base 
period  may  apply  for  adjustment  of  their 
inventory  quotas  to  the  Director  of  Food 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration, 
Washington  25,  D.  C.

1.  Q-Kow  is  the  inventory  quota  established  under  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  87, 

Amendment  1? 

A- A  60-day  inventory  under  the  amendment  is  one- third  of  the  aggregate  quan- 
tity of  fatty  acids  used  during  the  last  6  months  of  19^3 •    Sxcluded  from 
the  base  period  use,  however,  are  fatty  acids  produced  by  the  user,  and 
fatty  acids  used  under  current  authorization  by  the  Director  of  Food 
Distribution. 

2.  Q-Is  a  fatty  acid  which  has  been  under  allocation,  but  which  now  is  not 

allocated,  included  in  the  base  period  use? 

A- Yes. 

3.  QrAre  fatty  acids  in  transit  to  a  user  considered  as  part  of  his  inventory? 

A-This  is  determined  by  ownership.     If  the  fatty  acids  become  the  user's 
property  when  taken  over  by  the  transporting  agency,  they  are  part  of  his 
inventory. 

U.    Q,-If  a  user  has  fatty  acids  produced  for  him  under  a  toll  agreement,  are 

these  fatty  acids  considered  as  being  produced  by  the  user  and  free  from 
inventory  restrictions? 

A-No.     Such  fatty  acids  are  not  produced  by  the  user,  and,  therefore,  are 
subject  to  inventory  limitations. 

5-     0,-Are  fatty  acids  held  in  rented  storage  outside  the  user's  plant  considered 
as  part  of  his  inventory? 

A- Yes,  if  he  owns  the  fatty  acids  and  they  were  not  produced  by  him. 
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6.  0,-If  a  user  has  need  for  an  inventory  of  fatty  acids  out  had  no  base  period 

usage  to  establish  a  quota,  what  should  he  do? 

A-A  user  is  permitted  an  inventory  of  3,000  pounds  without  a  base  period 
usage.  If  he  needs  more  than  a  3.000-pound  inventory,  he  should  apply 
to  the  Director  of  Food  Distribution  for  relief. 

7.  Q,-If  a  user  buys  several  grades  of  fatty  acids,  is  he  restricted  in  his

(3)  The  term  "user"  means  any  per- 
son who  engages  in  the  manufacturing 
of  any  product  by  any  process  which 
requires  the  use  of  fatty  acids,  without 
regard  to  whether  or  not  fatty  acids 
are  incorporated  in  the  product. 

(4)  The  term  "inventory"  means  the 
total  quantity  of  fatty  acids  owned  by 
any  user  at  any  particular  time,  exclud- 
ing fatty  acids  which  were  produced  by 
such  user,  or  delivered  to  him  pursuant 
to  a  specific  authorization  by  the  Direc- 
tor. 

(5)  The  term  "base  period"  means  the 
period  beginning  on  July  1.  1943  and  end- 
ing on  December  31,  1943. 

(6»  The  term  "base  period  use"  means 
the  total  quantity  of  fatty  acids  used  by 
any  person,  as  a  user,  in  the  base  period, 
excluding  fatty  acids  which  were  pro- 
duced by  such  user,  or  used  by  him  pur- 
suant to  a  specific  authorization  by  the 
Director,  except  that  any  fatty  acids  of 
a  particular  kind  used  by  a  user  in  the 
base  period  pursuant  to  a  specific  au- 
thorization by  the  Director  may  be  in- 
cluded whenever  fatty  acids  of  the  same 
kind  may,  by  order  of  the  War  Food 
Administrator,  be  used  without  specific 
authorization  by  the  Director.

with  the  Director,  addressed  as  follows: 
Director  of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food 
Adrninistration,  Washington  25,  D.  C, 
Ref.  FDO  87.  Such  petition  shall  set 
forth  all  pertinent  facts  and  the  nature 
of  the  relief  sought.  The  Administrator 
of  this  order  shall  then  act  upon  the  peti- 
tion. In  the  event  that  the  petitioner  is 
dissatisfied  with  the  action  taken  by  the 
Aclrninistrator  of  this  order,  he  may  re- 
quest a  review  of  such  action  by  the  Di- 
rector whose  decision  with  respect  to  the 
relief  sought  shall  be  final. 

(h)  Violations.  The  War  Food  Ad- 
ministrator may,  by  suspension  order, 
prohibit  any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  order  from  receiving, 
making  any  deliveries  of,  or  using  fatty 
acids,  or  any  other  material  subject  to 
priority  or  allocation  control  by  the  War 
Food  Administrator,  and  may  recom- 
mend that  any  such  person  be  prohibited 
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from  receiving,  making  any  deliveries  of, 
or  using  materials  subject  to  the  priority 
or  allocation  control  of  other  govern- 
mental agencies.  In  addition,  any  per- 
son who  wilfully  violates  any  provision 
of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may 
be  prosecuted  under  any  and  all  appli- 
cable laws.  Further,  civil  action  may  be 
instituted  to  enforce  any  liability  or  duty 
created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of, 
any  provision  of  this  order. 

(i)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  War  Food  Administrator, 
insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director,  and  may  be 


redelegated  by  him  to  any  employee  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 

(j)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  instructions  to  the  contrary  are 
issued  by  the  Director,  or  otherwise  pro- 
vided herein,  be  addressed  to  the  Direc- 
tor of  Food  Distribution,  War  Food  Ad-„ 
ministration,  Washington  25,  D.  C,  Ref. 
FDO  87. 

(k)  Territorial  extent.  This  order 
shall  apply  only  in  the  forty-eight  States 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

(1)  Effective  date.    This  order  shall 


become  effective  at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t., 
January  1;  1944.  However,  with  respect 
to  violations  of  said  Food  Distribution 
Order  87,  or  rights  accrued,  or  liabilities 
incurred  thereunder,  prior  to  said  date, 
said  Food  Distribution  Order  87  shall  be 
deemed  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the 
purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper  suit, 
action,  or  other  proceeding  with  respect 
to  any  such  violation,  right,  or  liability.

War  Food  Administration. 
Summary  to  FDO— 37,  Amendment  1. 

The  Food  Distribution  Administra- 
tion's limitation  of  fatty  acid  inventories 
to  a  60-day  supply  will  be  based  after 
January  1,  1944  on  the  quantity  used 
during  the  last  6  months  of  1943  instead 
of  on  that  used  during  the  first  6  months 
period.  This  change  in  the  base  period 
was  effected  to  bring  the  inventories  in 
line  with  current  use. 


An  amendment  to  Food  Distribution 
Order  No.  87  also  eliminates  inventory 
control  over  all  deliveries  of  allocated 
fatty  acids,  and  permits  deliveries  of 
others  up  to  3,000  pounds  provided  such 
deliveries  do  not  cause  an  inventory  to 
exceed  that  quantity.  The  original  order 
restricted  monthly  deliveries  to  500 
pounds. 

Other  provisions  of  the  original  order, 
issued  October  23,  1943,  remain  in  the 
amended  order,  including  the  require- 


ment that  a  user  of  more  than  50  pounds 
of  fatty  acids  per  month  should  give  the 
producer  a  written  statement  with  each 
purchase  to  the  effect  that  his  purchase 
is  within  the  terms  of  the  order.  Fatty 
acids  produced  by  the  user  are  not  sub- 
ject to  the  regulations. 

Since  it  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  order 
to  regulate  the  use  of  fatty  acids,  FDA 
officials  said  it  is  not  necessary  for  manu- 
facturers to  submit  statements  as  to  the 
purpose  for  which  they  were  obtained. 
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
